Calves in this study will be category 3. Unfortunately, a major part of the disease 
associated with M. bovis is caused by the response of the immune system to infection. 
Pain relief in cattle is usually achieved through the use of anti-inflammatory drugs, which 
act by suppressing the immune response. However, the purpose of these studies is to 
assess the normal development of immune responses and their modulation to improve 
vaccination and therapy. Thus, the use of these drugs would negate the usefulness of our 
study. Suitable alternatives for the long-term relief of pain in calves are not available. 
Clear criteria have been established for euthanasia (see table). These criteria correspond 
to the clinical signs that would warrant veterinary intervention (administration of 
medications) in a normal clinical setting. In addition, if the veterinarians associated with 
this study or any HCARX) veterinarian deems that an individual ammal requires pain 
relief even if the formal criteria have not yet been met, then that animal will be 
euthanized.
